DUBLIN COMMISSIONERS’ 


SCHEME FOR QUAY AREA. 

At the meeting of the Dublin City Com- 
missioners last Saturday a report was re- 
ceived from Dr. Dwyer recommending that 
with a view to the vision of much-needed 
housing accommodation in the neighbourhood 
of the quays, all necessary steps should be 
taken to acquire i rnd property at 


the rear of Sir John erson’s quay, with 
an approximate area of ó acres 2 roods 19 
ugg 15 yards, for the erection thereon of 

flats four storeys high, sú 120 
two-room, three-room, and four-room 
flats. The estimated cost of the scheme was 
£105,250. 

The report was adopted. 

A letter from the Electricity Supply Board 
conveyed the sanction of the Board to the 
excess expenditure of £49,462 already 
incurred in respect of the Dublin Corporation 
electricity undertaking, and to the estimated 
additional expenditure of 12 for 
ordinary extension work for the period Xth 
June to Wth September, 1928. 

FAIRVIEW CHANGES. 

Mr. G. J. Sherlock, Town Clerk, wrote 
suggesting a revision of the boundaries of the 
polling districts in the Clontarf West Ward, 
and the appointment of a new polling station 
therefor. fe drew attention to the increase 
in the number of elects there, consequent 


“on the completion of the Marino and Croydon 


Park housing schemes. When the present 
scheme of ar districts for the city was 


originally adopted the number of electors in 
Polling istrict P was 2,110. It was now 
2,103. Polling District Q origivally con-

The Care of Furniture. 


A section of housewifery that often receives 
less attention than it should is the care and 
cleaning of farniture. 

Often a dusting and surface rubbing is all 
the attention that is given to upholstered 
nieces, and a rubbing with furniture cream 
je considered all that is necessary for polished 
tables. sideboards, etc. Such care may make 
the surface look all right, but it is not 
enongh to really keep it in good condition. 

“ Fixed ” cushions and padded chairs need 
frequent cleaning. It is not enough to rub 
over the surface with a cloth: this only re- 
moves the dust, while the crit and dirt are 
pressed further into the interior everv time 
the fnrnitire is need. This deeply embedded 
dirt and grit is not only unhealthy. but 1s 
also destructive, as the grit cuts into the 
fibres of the material and gradually weakens 
it. The crevices and dark corners of well- 
nadded chairs also make ideal ‘‘ nurseries " 
for moths. 

The only satisfactory method of cleaning 
upholstered furniture is by the use of the 
vacuum cleaner. Nothing but strong suction 
will persuade the deeply-embedded dust to 
come to the surface and be removed. No 
dirt can. however, withstand the suction 
power of a good cleaner. Special tools are 
used on the cleaner to get into crevices and 
down the sides of chairs and couches. 

Loose covers, if of cretonmne, can be 
washed at home quite satisfactorily if 
bran water is used. To make this tie a 
pint of bran: loosely in a muslin bag, and 
cover with two quarts of cold water. Let 
this simmer on the stove for half-an-hour, 
then add a third of it to the washing water 
and a third to each of two rinsing waters. 

The bran cleanses, revives the colour, and 
oligntly stiffens. 

intz can also be home-cleaned withont 
much trouble. Spread a large bath. towel 
over the table and place the chintz upon it. 
Have ready a bow! of hot water and several 
rubbers. Wring. out one of the rubbers until 
1 is nearly dry, and apply it to the chintz.

A Distinctive Line. 


A line which is distinctive and very 
feminine is being shown in the winter collec- 
tions. Every. type of costume has some 
distinguishing feature. The tailor suits have 
shoulders so wide and so square that they 
almost seem padded; they show a slight in- 
curved fit at the back. 

Day-time frocks are distinctly fitted into 
the normal waistline at the back; many com- 
bine this with a bloused back effect, the 
actual joining of skirt and blouse being 
placed high on the hips. Afternoon gowns 
have ’kerchief drapes in the skirts, and 
square skirts are sometimes hung to stand 
out slightly at the sides. 

Evening gowns show draperies, often in the 
form of split tunics falling to the ankles at 
the sides, while the back and front of the 
skirts are kent rather short while they cover 
the knees. The double waistline theme is in 
evidence. though often it is marked with 
fitting at one point and an actual belt et 
the other. 

Ribbon belts drawn close to the normal 
waistline are a novelty in:trimming. Sashes 
tied at the front appear on a number of the 
evening gowns. Front belts are used on 
some of the coats. 


Refinements of Detail, 


Many refinements of details are to be noted 
in. the fashions this season. For instance, 
four flounces showing the _barest degree of 
fullness on a slightly bell-shaped . skirt 
strike a novel note. The use of large, flat 
buttons in hip yokes and side closings is 
another. Tunics over narrower skirts take 
unusnal lines; sometimes they. drop down in 
points a few inches below the underskirt, 
giving a conservative interpretation of the 
uneven hemline. 

Evening skirts emnhasise elongation cf the 
hem at the hack. The treatment of pleats, 
hemline, and unobtrusive hip vokes is perfect. 
A number of cowns, curving down at the 
back and un in the front, are treated with 
flounce motifs cnt slightly eircular, An even- 
ing gown with a -spirally-wrapped flounce of 
lace is one of the rarely beautiful models of 
the season. 


Seasonable Fabrics. 


The new fabrics include many velvets, 
which are used even in combination with 
tweeds in the street clothes: many trans- 
parent velvets and many printed velvets. In 
these some quite large designs appear; many 
show flowers at least as large as pansies. 
Large prints also are used in some of these 
new soft velvets, these prints being also seen 
in some taffetas and chiffon gowns, while 
small dots and .checked print velvets are 
the favourite y;atterns for day-time. 

A number of jacquered satins are shown 
also, one large pattern for evening being 
touched with a slight brocading of silver. 
Crépe satin, used on its dull and its shiny 
side. satin used on the straight and on the 
cross: broadcloth, used in two directions; 
combinations of wool textures, with crepe- 
de-chine or satin of the same tone, are 
striking, but discreet. 


Athletic Slenderness. 


Athletic slenderness is the vogue to-day. 
All dressmakers minister to it, and trv to 
increase it by supple optical illusions. ~The 
present day coufuriére can take a slim young 
girl, and dress her to give the appearance 
of'a wisp, a mere wraith. She can clothe 
the matronly figure, and make it look posi- 
tively willowv. She has a wav of using the 
diagonal line, arrow-shaned., decorative 
motifs, “V'' shapes and “A”' shapes, pointed 
anpliques and qodets. and inverted _ box- 
pleats, which are all her own. These happv 
traits annear as startling advantages in the 
autumn and winter clothes. i 

At the same time, she uses colour combina- 
tions, which are rich and heantiful An 
ensemble seen the other dav and worn by a 
well-known Parisienne—a brown satin cont 
over an orange crépe dress—was masterlv : 
and an evening gown with diagonal appliqués, 
ranging from Mediterranean blue to “' Per- 
vanche’’ blue. was simply delightful.

Heat half a pint of linseed oil in a tin or 
jar standing in a saucepan of water over 
the fire. Allow to cool, and then stir in the 
same amount of vinegar. The mixture should 
be sprinkled on a piece of flannel and rubbed 
well into the leather.

Speaking for myself, 
wanted to. learn Irish, provided that “it 
might be a-voluntary study, and not a 
compulsory one. When, during the 
month of August I sojourned in an Irish- 
speaking district on the north-west coast, 


I waylaid the kindly people as they went 


about their work, and persuaded them to 
repeat, over and Over again, some simple 
phrase that might be useful to me in 
everyday conversation. 

It is a sad commentary on our summer 
weather that the first phrase that seeméd 
to leap to the minds of my Various 
teachers as being an eminently suitable 
one, was, “ It’s a wet day’’; and for long 
enough that was all that I needed. 
“Good morning; it’s a wet day,’’ would 
take one anywhere. After a while things 
looked up a bit, and I added “' It's a fine 
day” to my repertoire, as well as two 
painfully acquired remarks that have 
proved singularly unhelpful in our own 
inland district—namely, “ The sea is calm 
to-day’’ and ““The tide is going out.” 
Still, they made me feel that I was getting 
on. 


FRANK SURPRISE, 


Most of the people on that strip of coast 
spoke English. Some spoke it fluently, 
others haltingly, and some of the older 
folk spoke it not at all. . According to 
some of our ‘compulsory’ IJrish”’ 
enthusiasts, the place should have been a 
modern Utopia, in which everybody was 
fully equipped from birth for the highest 
places of honour. For the midland visitor 
it was particularly interesting to note the 
attitude of those native Irish speakers 
towards the natural gift that is theirs, 
and for the possession of which other Irish 
people strive so earnestly.

Considerable astonishment was ex- 
pressed also concerning the “teacher 
students ’’’ who flock to a large Trish 
college a few miles away, and may be met 
along the narrow roads, poring over some 
book of grammar or conversation. In 
their case the cause for surprise lay in the 
fact that the local people could not under- 
stand what they were saying when they 
spoke Gaelic, although they were the more 
advanced Irish scholars. Stranger still 
was the fact, often volunteered by 
dissatisfied parents, that they are unable 
to understand the Gaelic taught to their 
own smal] children in the schools near by. 
As one woman described it, ‘“‘ I’m sayin’ 
the Gaelic that the old neighbours talked 
around here, it be s gone out of fashion ; 
for the weans is learnin’ a new kind of

During the 
war she served in France as an ambulance 
driver with the First Aid Nursing 
Yeomanry, and after the Armistice she 
caused something of a ‘“‘sensation’’ in 
society by electing to hire out her own 
car to tourists in England,.she herself 
acting as chauffeuse and mechanic. 

As a member of the London Aero Club, 
Miss O’Brien took out her pilot’s ticket 
almost two years ago, and won the first 
women’s air race, the Áerial Oaks, at 
Bournemouth. 

Three months ago she flew to Rotterdam, 
and at the International Light Aeroplane 
Meeting there she not Only led-the winning 
team, but carried off the first prize for a 
demonstration flight in which the 
‘‘stunts’’ included spinning, rolling and 
looping. At Blackpool the other day, 
carrying a fifteen-year-old passenger of her 
own sex, Miss O’Brien won the Manchester 
Daily Dispatch Trophy. 

In addition to her taxi-service, Miss 
O’Brien also went in for exhibition work 
and gave flying instruction.

Belfast Professor s New Commentary 


Professor David Smith, D.D., whose 
new book, “ The Disciple’s Commentary 
of the Gospels,’ adds another to the 
valuable books on religious matters he 
had already published, fills with distinc- 
tion the Chair of New Testament Criticism 
at Assembly College, Belfast.

Dr. Smith served as minister at Tulli- 
allan and Blairgowrie bef: » his appoint. 
ment as Professor of Theology at Magee 
College in 1909, from which he transferred 
a few years ago to Belfast. 

In 1911 Dr. Smith was Bruce Lecturer 
at Glasgow U. Free College, and in the 
same year was Smyth Lecturer at Magee 
College. He went to America in 1912 to 
lecture at Chicago and Pittsburg.

eard of Mrs. Bryce’s 
brother-in-law, who 
was Ambassador at

wrote a remarkable 
history of the American Constitution, and 
much regret was expressed that after lunch 
in Glengarriff they were obliged to rush 
away. 

Ilnaculin, in its display of foreign 
flowers and shrubs, its Italian summer 
house, water-lilied pond, flagged paths, 
terraces and statues, is certainly unique ; 
and, although the mainland temperature 
is one of the warmest in Ireland, the 
ae on landing, seems more southerly 
still. 

Mrs. Bryce, who had been living in 
Wexford before she took over Ilnaculin, 
was inspired by the work she saw done 
there by Canon Doyle to found an agricul- 
tural society in Glengarriff in 1910. She 
hoped to stimulate interest in the early 
potato market first, and later to bring 
about improvement in the cattle-breeding, 
the grading of eggs, and the raising of 
fruit and vegetables that might later be 
sold in the hotels and in the Cork market. 

The climate was most propitious towards 
Mrs. Bryce’s scheme; but, unfortunately, 
she did not obtain the same support in 
Glengarriff as she might have done from 
Canon Doyle. Her own island is, how- 
ever, the best example of what could be 
done. A visitor who inquired how Mrs. 
Bryce got food was astonished to hear that

FEWER DISAPPEARANCES.

HE “plague spot’’ of the English 
Channel was once an apt description 
for the Goodwin Sands, but no longer is 
this applicable; for its grim mysteries 
are now happily few. It used to be said 
that the very name was suggestive of 
death and destruction in connection with 
“disasters at sea, usually the most 
appalling and complete ; for the Goodwins 
rarely do their fearful work by halves.’’ 
Such things were said fifty years ago. 
Now the terrible character has become 
almost a matter of history. Thanks to 
invention, so much has been done with 
new ideas in buoys and lightships and 
lifeboats that to most people the Good- 
wins are a dread memory and no more. 
Now, however, there has been a 
dramatic addition to the toll, and part of 
the mystery still remains unsolved. The 
lifeboats on the Kent coast received 
signals of an aeroplane, as well as a ship, 
in distress, and when they put to sea they 
found that a Polish cadet ship had been 
holed almost to her keel in a collision 
with a Norwegian steamer near the South 
Goodwins. Fortunately, all the boats had 
been lowered, and sixty officers and the 
cadets had succeeded in getting away. 
The lifeboatmen, however, failed to find 
any trace of an aeroplane. Fishermen 


declared that they had seen one 
apparently in difficulties over the 
| notorious sands. If it: fell, it was 


probably swallowed up, as many good 
ships have been in the tragic past. 


« DREADFUL SECRETS.” 


The worst feature in the sinister 
reputation of the Goodwins was that it 
could keep its ‘dreadful secrets.’’ One 
of the most dramatic of these occurred on 
a black November morning, when people 
standing on the beach at Deal at nine 
o'clock saw a large vessel go ashore on the 
sands. The lifeboat was immediately 
launched and remained at sea for more 
than five hours; but the gallant men saw 
absolutely nothing, and. did not find so 
much as a spar or timber of the lost ship. 

Just as they were turning homewards 
they found an empty ship’s boat adrift, 
but it was nameless. e vessel, with 
e soul on board, had gone down, 
leaving not a trace of name or nationality. 
Presumably, she was a foreigner; and, if 
so, she added to the shipping history of 
another country a story of a “ship that 
never returned.”’ 

‘There are still some foolhardy captains 
who will never use pilots if tl.ey can 
possibly help it, even when they have to 
navigate their vessels in strange waters 
and unfamiliar harbours. There are some, 
too, who like to boast that they would take 
a ship anywhere, and, although it may be 
something of the spirit of the old sea dogs, 
there are places where it is folly. 

Perhaps this is the reason for the 
mysterious. disappearance of a ship 
recently near the Goodwins. The captain 
was taking his vessel along the coast past 
Ramsgate when a fog was thickening, and 
the skipper of a Deal boat offered to pilot 
the vessel through for five pounds. “ No, 
thanks; can’t wait,” was the captain's 
answer. ‘I’ve passed the worst.’ 

That was the last seen or heard of the 
ship and her crew. In the night she 
vanished in the sands, and left no soul to 
tell the tale. 


NAMELESS MYSTERIES. 


A Channel packet boat would have been 
one of the nameless mysteries of the Gued- 
wins but for the fact that some days after- 
wards a bit of timber from her stern, 
and bearing her name, was picked up. 
This was the sole evidence of the wreck. 
No signals had been heard. She had 
crossed from Ostend in a snow storm, and 
had vanished with every soul on board. 

Another memorable night provided four 

mysteries. Three ships had shown signals 
of distress, but had disappeared before 
they could be reached. When a steam 
tug promptly put out in answer to the 
signals from one vessel, this, too, dis- 
appeared and never returned to harbour. 
Not a relic of these four ships was found. 
Such stories indicate what a wonderful 
work has been accomplished by the 
Brethren of Trinity House during the past 
fifty years in steadily breaking the fatal 
spell of the Goodwin Sands. It has been 
accomplished by umwearying experiment 
with devices for beacons and buoys; and 
also by well-equipped lifeboats, manned 
by real heroes. 
All manner of humane men have 
brought their ingenious minds to bear in 
the field of invention. Indeed, one of the 
most notable ideas, that of floating light- 
ships, came first from a Norfolk barber. 
The result is that a complete disap- 
pearance without a trace is very rare. The 
tragic Goodwins have lost their worst 
terrors.

Further, there is 4 
source of fish history, yet untapped to a 
sufficient extent, where the regord is not 
a written One, but is treasured in precarious 
fashion. if the ‘memory of men and women 
who are possibly incapable of writing down 
whaw-they have received by word of mouth 
from their parents, and can only pass it on 
in the same manner. 

This source, which we in this country have 
negiected to an extraordinary degree, is + 
fruitful one, and of rare interest—the study 
and careful collection of folk-lore. 

Little has been done at all nntil recently 
to garner and make available the enormous 
harvest of folk-tales, songs, and pteverbs 
that once existed in such profusion. The 
work has been left to a small hand of 
enthusiasts, and is, moreover, for the most 
part what is called “a thank-you job,” and 
not too much thanks either. 


THE ONLY WAY. 


In another ten vears or so it will be too 
late to hope to add anything to the store 
of such material as has been collected. 
There is only one way to collect Irish folk- 
lore, and that is to get it direct from the 
people to whom it has been handed down 
from one generation to another. “In Irish- 
speaking districts there are old people who 
have nearly reached the allotted span of years 
With them lies the last hope of the folk-lore 
collector, who would make “amends for the 
neglect of the past. In their own youth their 
minds were filled with these treasures of the 
past during the long winter evenings by the 
turf fire. There are winter evenings as long 
as ever, and there are turf fires still, but the 
generation that is growing up now in our 
cottages and cabins has no use for such 
simple fare. If an ancient, sitting in the 
chimney corner, is heard to mumble that 
difficult Irish word that means “ folk-tale.”’ 
the kitchen is cleared in double quick time. 

The Folk-lore Society of Ireland is doing 
all it can with the limited means at its 
disposal to gather and make = available 
material from all parts of the country. The 
Editor of the Society’s journal, Mr. James 
Delargy, returned a short time ago from 4 
six months’ stay in Northern European 
countries, where he made a study of 
the local methods of dealing with 
folk-lore and utilising it for educational pur- 
Uses, Among the numerous _folk-lore 
institutes he visited are those situated at 
Lund, Gothenburg, Upsala, Oslo, Abo, 
Helsingfors, Dorpat and Copenhagen. In 
every one of these places he was met with 
queries as to what was being done in Ireland 
to make our folk-lore available for the Irish 
people. Unwillingly he had to confess that 
very little was being done. Continental 
students found it difficult to credit such a 
statement, as in their eves frish folk-lore is 
the most important in Europe for the pur- 
poses of comparative study, having remained 
freer from auy outside influence than that of 
other countries which were more subject to 
Roman civilisation or to the inroads of the 
barbarians when they overran Europe. 


EUROPEAN INTEREST. 


At the Folk-lere Institute in Oslo there is 
a fine collection of our folk-lore made by Dr. 
Christiansen, who visited this country not 
long ago for the purpose of making a. collec- 
tion of all such material available in Ireland. 
Dr. von Sydow, who was here at the same 
time as Dr. Christiansen, has the finest 
collection of our folk-lore in private hands 
which exists outside of Ireland. 

In Germany the study of folk-lore has been 
intensified since the war, and is pursued in 
its widest sense, as including everything that 
goes to make up a cultured background and a 
great national asset. In Saxony one folk-lore 
society numbers forty thousand members. 
There are many Germans who look to it as 
something from which may be built up a 
different Germany—perhaps, a Germany more 
useful to humanity. Their folk-lore atlas, 
which is in process of being compiled, is the 
biggest thing of its kind ever attempted. It

SONG AND VIOLIN 
RECITAL. 


DUBLIN SOPRANO’S ARTISTRY. 


The programme last night at Miss Violet 
Pearson's song recital in the Gaiety Theatre, 
Dublin, had been made up with the dis- 
criminating sense of music-values that was to 
mark the singer’s work all the evening. 
From the first number, or perhaps the second— 
as at first traces of nervousness were evi- 
dent—it was felt that Miss Pearson ap- 
proached each song with a sincere apprecia- 
tion of its art-worth in tone or appeal to 
feeling, and we had quick and continual im- 
pressions, high in beauty and mentally arrest- 
ing, even when in most familiar numbers. 
From Schubert, “ Nachtviolen’’ and “ Ave 
Maria” were distinctive studies, the colour- 
tones of the one against the pure delivery of 
the other, while tiexibility and nice phrasing 
made (Gustav Mahler's ‘“‘ Wer Hat Dies 
Liedlein Erdacht’’? very acceptable indeed. 
But that Miss Pearson s forte is the dramatic 
singing, and that in opera, the big Aria from 
Ponchielli’s “La Gioconda’”’ (** Suicido ’’) 
showed. Her lower register here was both 
musical and fraught with feeling, while her 
volume in alt made its dramatic stress most 
efiective. 
In Debussy—always a test for a singer— 
she achieved the nebulous effects delightfully, 
ably seconded by her clever accompanist, Dr. 
Annie Brereton. Indeed, throughout the 
programme the pianist was invaluable as 
back-ground, some of her work remaining 
long in the memory—the Handel interludes, 
for instance. 

THE VIOLINIST. 
Mr. Arthur Franks’s successes at the 
Feis Ceil brought him imto first-rank notice. 
Always he will be a carefal, and im all pro- 
babilty a brilliant, violinist.’ His command 
of the bow was evidenced in the Finale from 
Wientawski's Concerto in D minor. where his 
grace of phrasing and full intonation were 
consistently good; the “ Romance,’’ perhaps 
from being out of context, hardly so satis- 
fying.

“ GAELIC LANGUAGE AND THE 
FAITH.” 


In the evening an all-Irish paper was reaid 
ina large gathering of men and women who 
are interested in the [Trish language, by 
Seamus O’Searcoigh, M.A., Belfast. His 
subject was folk-lore and the Catholic faith. 

He traced the progress of religion in Ire- 
land from the days of St. Patrick, who 
found it a pagam nation, and referred to the 
establishment of churches and monastic insti- 
tutions, from which men of religious zeal 
and learning went forth to England and 
Scotland and to several countries in Europe, 
where their work bore good fruit and where 
their memory was still cherished. These men 
brought fame to Ireland for its Catholic 
faith and for their learning. In those far-off 
days the ordinary language of the people 
was the Irish, although Greek and Latin 
were also cultivated. Poetry and story-telling 
in the homes of the people were fostered, 
and in this domain there was an accumulation 
of religious folk-lore, which it would be well 
to have rescued from oblivion. Some of this 
had come down even from the time of St. 
Patrick. 

In spite of the persecution of alien govern- 
ments, the traditions of the faith had sur- 
vived. The present generation owed a great 
deal to Daniel O'Connell, who had obtained 
for our forefathers a degree of freedom under 
the Catholic Emancipation Act, and thereby 
awakened a new and a better spirit in them. 

The lecturer deplored the fact that in these 
days pupils in the schools were not given a 
Ei picture of Ireland's ancient historv. 
Ireland, he said ,was a nation that was 
endeavouring to pull itself together. It could 
not properly succeed in doing that without 
having regard to the past. Kings or Parlia- 
ments might establish States. but they could 
not create a nation. A nation must grow 
out of the seed that it sows. It would he 
dificult to think of Ireland a nation if it 
had not the Irish language, and more difficult 
still would it be if the Catholic faith were 
wanting. A very great vart of the life of 
the Irish nation was its Catholic faith, which 
it observed and practised for fifteen hundred 
years.

HAULBOWLINE'S CHANCE. 


In this connection it might be pointed 
out that, while there is ample room for 
extension at the Cork works, additional 
storage facilities will be required when 
the work is in full swing. A great floor 
space 1s hecessary even for one week's stock 
of tractor-wheels, and it is suggested that 
the most suitable premises available are 
the Haulbowline dockyards. 

Since the end of the British régime, 
these have been idle, and, despite numerous 
attempts, it has been found impracticable 
to keep them in use, and a loss of £15,000 
annually has been incurred by the Govern- 
ment. A great opportunity is now pre- 
sented of making use of the idle yards. 


INTERFERENCE WITH FREEDOM. 


In an outspoken letter to the local 
Press, the Most Rev. Dr. Cohalan, Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Cork, replies to the 
criticisms to which the project of the new 
chapel in re-enforced concrete was sub- 
jected by some members of the Cork and 
District Trades Council recently. It had 
been suggested that a building in stone 
or brick would have given far more 
employment than a concrete building, 
while the cost would have been approxi- 
mately the same, but this his lordship 
declares to be erroneous, as the lowest 
tender in stone or brick for the shell of 
the building was £32,000, while the cost in 
reinforced concrete will be slightly under 
£20,000. .. 

Deprecating this interference with freedom 
and the development and prosperity of 
the city, Dr. Cohalan states that inter- 
meddling of this character is prejudicial 
to Cork, and he adds that while trades 
unions have their legitimate purposes they 
do nothing constructive themselves, have 
no right to dictate to others what architect 
they shall employ or whether the building 
is to be erected in stone or brick or in 
concrete. 

They complained that all new industries 
were being centred in Dublin, and that 
Cork was not getting its legitimate share, 
but in Dublin they would find reasonable 
liberty in this connection. ‘‘One has to 
go away from Cork to learn what a bad 
name our city has for labour conditions,”’ 
adds his lordship. At home they did not 
realise it, but it was a serious matter, and, 
while the rights of the workers and their 
unions must be realised and respected, it 
was the duty of everyone to insist on that 
freedom of action and general conditions 
that were necessary for the development 


of the city, for attracting industrialists. 


for the establishment of industries and the 
«creation of employment. 


HARBOUR BOARD IN THE LIMELIGHT 


The administrative affairs of the Cork 
Harbour Board were again: under the 
searchlight during the past week, when 
the Rates Advisory Committee continued 
their application for an order empowering 
them to increase certain cargo tonnage 
The proposal was strenuously 
opposed by the shipping companies using 
and it was stated in evidence 
by Mr. A. C. Horne that under proper 
business management there should. be no 
difficulty in effecting a saving of £10,000 
annually in connection with the port. He 
was perfectly satisfied that the Board 
could carry on on its existing revenue 
hasis, and added that in his opinion a 
more rigid supervision would undoubtedly 
result in considerable economy. 

Mr. J. Reardon, the Board’s counsel, on 
the other hand, declared that throughout 
the inquiry there had been made a general 
charge against the Commissioners of ex- 


evidence, and it had not been shown that 
their present financial position was due 
to extravagant or unbusinesslike manage- 
ment. There was not a single instance 
proved of extravagance as regards salaries. 
although it was suggested that the Board 
heen extravagant in regard to 
pensions, holiday pay, wages and salaries. 


HARBOUR BOARD PENSIONS. 


It is undoubtedly the modern policy to 
encourage pensions for employés no! only 
of public Boards, but also for the workers 


to criticism. Various anomalies are com- 
plained of in the Cork Harbour Commis- 
sioners’ list of pensioners, however, and a 
movement is on foot to bring about certain 
reforms and alterations in the scheme. ' It 
Is pointed out that, while one employé at 
his death fell short by three weeks of the 
requisite term of ten years to qualify for 
a pension, his widow was given an ea 
gratia grant of £25. In contrast to- this 
there is the case of an official who died 
after four and a half years’ service, and 
his widow receives a pension of £250 per 
annum. 

These facts were brought to light at the 
last meeting of the Board by Mr. A. C. 
Horne, when he proposed that all those 
on their pension list in receipt of more 
than £1 per week be requested to furnish 
a statutory declaration regarding their 
financial condition. He said that he 
thought that they should conserve their 
resources for the benefit of those justly 
entitled to pensions, and those who could 
live in affluence without pensions should 
do so. 

Mr. R. $. Anthony, T.D., declared that 
there were several persons drawing 


~pensions from the Board not by virtue of 


service, but by virtue of the number of 
their friends among the Commissioners. 
This assertion was vigorously refuted by 
Mr. C. C. Mercier and other members, 
and it was decided to adjourn the matter 
for one month to enable further informa- 
tion to be obtained regarding the basis on 
which Civil Service schemes are worked. 


IRELAND'S BEST CUSTOMER. 


It was evident during the discussion 
which followed Senator J. C. Dowdall’s 
address on the ‘‘ Fundamentals of Irish 
Economics,”’ at the Cork School of Com- 
merce Literary Society, that at least some 
of his listeners were not in entire agree- 
ment with the sentiments expressed. He 
said that they in Ireland sold their agri- 
cultural produce to a single customer, who 
had a mortgage on their land and who 
controlled the necessary auxiliary services 
of transport and distribution, and they 
dealt in their currency. As their products 
were mainly perishable, that condition was 
a sufficient explanation for their poverty, 
emigration, discontent and general dis- 
organisation which existed. 

Fle suggested that the remedy was to be 
found in an alternative market, and they 
could also develop the home field by in- 
creasing industrial and other activities by 
which those engaged in industrial pro- 
duction could produce for the agricultural 
producer such goods as the latter required 
sg receive in exchange the food produced 

y him. ) 


WHY TARIFFS HAVE FAILED. 


Mr. M. J. Nagle, one of the leading 
members of the cattle trade in the South 
of Ireland, said that he was entirely in 
favour of having the control of transport 
in Irish hands; but, as they were not in 
a position to take it over, it was much 
better vested with a cross-Channel company 
than that the port of Cork should remain 
derelict for some years. From what had 
been said, it might appear that the cattle 
trade had a tremendous grievance against 
buyers in England, but that was not so. 
The preservation of Irish cattle was almost 
of as much importance to Great Britain 
as to Ireland, and until they could get 
some other country to pay them 
£34,000,000 annually for their cattle it 
was futile to talk about diverting the 
trade. 

Mr. M. A. Purcell pointed out that, 
despite their tariff’ wall and all that had 
been said by preachers of economics, the 
imports to their country exceeded the 
exports, for the main reason that the 
public could not afford to pay the prohibi- 
tive price demanded for local produce.

CONSTITUTION.

POINTS EXPLAINED TO 


AMERICAN LAWYERS. 
on 


In. the address which he delivered at the 
semi-centennial meeting of the American Bar 
Association, at Seattle, on the occasion of 
his recent visit to the United States, Chief 
Justice Kennedy dealt with the character and 
sources of the Constitution of the Irish Free 
State. Having reviewed significant events in 
Irish history leading up to the Treaty, and 
dealt, with 'the external Constitution,” as 
contained in the first four articles of that in- 
strument,he told his audience that they would 
ask how came it, if the Irish Free State had 
entered the British Commonwealth or Nations, 
as a co-equal member of that association, that 
Irish publicists, supporters of the Treaty, 
were sometimes found asserting that [reland 
is not a Dominion. The explanation, he said, 
was not far to seek, and was very important 
for a complete understanding of the difticulties 
which followed the Treaty. The idea which 
it was intended to convey by the statements 
in question would be better-expressed by say- 
ing that “Ireland is not a colony.” “ What 
they mean,” said the Chief Justice, “is that 
the people which has acceded to the British 
Commonwealth of Nations under the style of 
‘Saorstat Eireann,’ or™ the Irish Free State,’ 
is not one of the British Colonies, which in 
comparatively later times have gone forth to 
occupy in the name of their mother country 
some of their still virgin expanses of the 
earth, propagated, welded themselves into 
new political communities and evolved new 
political identities, and which grew to Domi- 
nion stature within modern historical 
memory.” 

AN ANCIENT NATION. 

Ireland was not a British Colony, but an 
ancient nation, which had entered into the 
British community of nations, clothed with 
the constitutional status and equality of a 
Dominion member of that community, in 
FS of a pact oí peace and friendship 
or the ending of an age-long enmity. Here 
they had the explanation of much of the 
trouble in Ireland, which many must find 
quite beyond understanding. Wherever 
British colonists had gone and settled and 
laid the foundations of new nations, they 
had carried with them British tradition, 
British institutions, British constitutional 
theories, and, above all, their admired 
common law; and these were the inheritance 
which they handed on to the Dominions that 
pprang from their loins. In Ireland, however, 
these things were for centuries possession 
of an alien ascendancy and had no roots in 
the heart of the Irish people, who had their 
own traditions and their own laws, which 
they were forbidden to enjoy, while denied 
at the same time the benefit of the alien in- 
stitutions. That tradition of hostility sur- 
vived even the later time when British law 
extended through the whole country. And 
it must be remembered that if they meant 
by “ common law ” the customary unwritten 
law only, that Jaw which was the product of 
the daily lives and habits and settled practice 


of a community, and, therefore, their 
natural low, so to speak, English 
common law was never ““ common 
law ” in that sense among the Irishry. 
Here they had the clue to the refusal to 
recognise in constitutional matters legal 


fictions which the English legal genius had 
made the cover for the growth and develop- 
ment of the Common Law. Fictions as to the 
doing of constitutional acts by the Crown, 
acts which were, in fact, though not in name, 
done by ministries which were responsible 
for such acts to. Parliament, were not readily 
acceptable to people who had not had any 
part in the evolution of the reality under 
cover of the fiction, and who, therefore, in- 
sisted that the fiction must be the reality, 
and the reality only a pretence. This was 
one of the fundamental! difficulties in obtain- 
ing general acceptance for the constitutional 
theories involved in the Treaty of 1921, a 
difficulty for which allowance was not made 
by many Englishmen and others, because 
they did not understand it. 

In the course of a review of the principal 
constitutional limitations derived from the 
Treaty, the Chief Justice, speaking of the 
right availed of by the six counties to go 
out of the jurisdiction of the Free State 
Parliament, said that the six counties took 
that course, not permanently, as every Irish- 
man hoped and prayed, nay, in all sincerity 
believed. 

RECONCILEMENT. 

The Chief Justice went on to sketch the 
history and nature of the Constitution. ‘‘To 
adopt the poet’s modest claim,’’ concluded 
the Chief Justice, ‘tit may be a poor thing, 
but it is all our own, and as such we assert 
its authority and claim upon our people. 
This boast at least we may make without 
fear of challenge, that under the institutions 
as we have made them there is no room for 
ascendancy of class or religion, and the up- 
growing youth of our State will compete 
with equality of opportunity in a free country 
4o whose service they are now called to give 
of their best in conditions which realise what 
seemed the wild dreams of their fathers, con- 
ditions which end a feud of centuries and 
open up the economic and other possibilities 
which should flow from the reconcilement 
of historic enmity.’’ 

The American Bar Association says of this 
address that it was one of the high lights of 
the programme: It was the first official in- 
troduction of that important instrument (the 
Constitution) to the American Bar. As one 
listened to Chief Justice Kennedy, one got a 
glimpse of the other Irish Free State—-not 
the one that was represented in occasional 
and fragmentary newspaper despatches about 
official activities, but the Free State whose 
people had at last moulded their governmen- 
tal environment ‘to suit their own feelings, 
and had thus released powerful stores of 
patient energy and enthusiasm for the work- 
ing out of economic and social problems. 

The Chief Justice also gave an address at 
the banquet of the Association at Seattle.

Nanking and Washington. 


An example of the Chinese Govern- 
ment’s anxiety to apply modern methods 
to the country’s affairs is afforded by an 
invitation which has been sent from Nan- 
king to five Americans. These five men, 
who include Mr. Henry Ford and Mr. 
Owen Young, the well-known financier, 
have been invited to visit China and to 
act as honorary advisers to the Govern- 
ment on industrial and economic topics. 
Mr. Ford, if he should accept the invita- 
tion, would be appointed adviser on motor 
transport and roads.

It is a significant fact that the five men 
who have been invited to 
Chinese Government are Americans. 
There was a time when  Britain’s 
influence in China was almost supreme; 
but of recent years, and particularly since 
the war, the Americans steadily have been 
gaining ground. Throughout the troubles 
of the civil wars the United States 
pursued a clever policy. Its representa- 
tives in China held aloof from all the 
quarrels which other foreign Powers had 
with the Kuomintang authorities, and, 
even when the British Government was 
forced in defence of the whole foreign 
population to send a detachment of troops 
to Shanghai, they managed to preserve 
a strict ‘‘neutrality.’’ Consequently, 
Japan and Great Britain were denounced 
by the Nationalists as enemies of China, 
while the Americans were declared to be 
the country’s only true friends. 
Undoubtedly, the Chinese have much for 
which to be thankful to the United States. 
When Japan. presented the Chinese 
Government with the famous “ twenty- 
one points,’’ acceptance of which would 
have involved the virtual surrender to 
Japan of the Shantung Peninsula, the 
Washington Government made it quite 
clear that such interference with Chinese | 
sovereignty would not be tolerated. Ever 
since that time, moreover, Japanese 
ambitions on the mainland have been held 
in check by the United States, and’ the 
Chinese know that they have a powerful 
friend who, if necessaty, would be ready 
to. protect them against Japanese 
aggression.

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NEW DENTAL BOARD. 


HOW THE REGISTER WILL BE 
SET UP. 

The nominated members of the Dental 
Board have fixed the 29th October next as 
the last day for receiving the nominations of 
persons to be elected representative of 
“ registered dentists’ under Section ó of the 
Dentists Act, 1921, and of those registered 
otherwise than under that section. 3 

There are six vacancies—two be filled by 
“registered dentists’’ resident in Saorstat 
Eireann and registered, or formerly registered, 
in the General Dentists’ Register under 
Section 3 of the Dentists Act of 1921, and 
four to be filled by dentists resident in 
Saorstat Eireann registered, or formerly 
registered, otherwise than under Section 3 of 
the Act of 1921. 

In a public notice on the matter, the 
Returning Officer (Mr. Wilfred Brown, of 
the Local Government Department) announces 
the particulars of the election. | 

If on the 29th October not. more than two 
of the Section 3 class are nominated, and not 
more than 4 of the other class, the Board 
can be constituted almost immediately. If 
more are nominated, then there must be an 
election by posta! vote, and the result will 
not be known until after 8th November. 

The Dental Board will then be constituted 
of ten members, as follows :— 

One member nominated by the Executive 
Council (Dr. D. Kelly); three members 
nominated by the Medical Registration 
Council (Professor D. J. Coffey, Surgeon R. 
C. B. Maunsell and Professor A. F. Dixon); 
two nominated by the registered dentists 
under Section 3 of the Dentists Act. 1921; 
four nominated by dentists registered other- 


wise, 
THE REGISTER. 

It will be the duty of the Board to 
cstablish, first of all, a dentists’ register, 
and, secondly, to prescribe and hold examina- 
tions under Section 28 of the Act, 1928, and 
to satisfy itself that persons sittine at 
examinations fulfil the statauvory conditions. 
These conditions are that persons not regis- 
tered but who claimed to be citizens of 
Saorstat Eireann on the Ist January, 1928, 
that their principal means of livelihood 
during the whole of the ten years preceding 
the passing of the Act of 1928 was the prac- 
tice of dentistry in Saorstat Eireann, and 
who have not been guilty of any crime or 
misdemeanour, are entitled to permission to 
sit for the examination. In addition permis- 
sion is given to a certain number of le 
apenereny named in the third schedule of 
the Act of 1928, whose cases were specially 
considered by a Committee of both Houses 
+ Oireachtas during the passage of the 
ill. 

The first of the examinations under the 
Act must be held after the expiration of five 
months and hefore the expiration of six 
months from the passing of the Act—i.e., 
between órd January, 1929, and 3rd 
February, 1929, 

People entitled to go on the register on 
its establishment are registered dentists, 
people who were registered dentists imme- 
diately before the establishment of the Free 
State Register, subject to the payment of a 
fee to be prescribed by the Dental Board. 
After the establishment of the Register 
except in the case of persons referred to in 
Section 28, the only persons entitled to be 
registered are those registered in the General 
Dentists’ Register, or those persons who 
possess & degree or licence’ in dental surgery 
ranted by a university or college in 
Saorstat Eireann having at the time power 
to grant such degree. 

After the Register is established any per- 
son not registered who seeks to practice 
dentistry or holds himself out as being pre- 
pared to practice dentistry will be gui ty of 
a ‘contravention of the Act, and will be liable 


to a fine of £100.

Germany are now gove by the Dawes 
scheme, which provides for annual pay- 
ments for a number of years, the amount 
next year being £125,000,000, and the 
idea is that the time has come when 
Germany shall be told what is the exact 
sum she is to pay to complete her engage. 
ment. On this point it is understood that 
there is general agreement among the 
Allied Governments, but the working out 
of the details and figures is likely to take 
a very long time. 


Mr. Churchill's Views. 


Mr. Churcbill is not the man to make a 
dramatic visit to Paris only to discuss 
matters of detail in connection with the 
setting up of a committee of experts which 
is to suggest a complete and definite sett!|e- 
ment of the reparations problem. His 
conversations with Mr. Parker Gilbert, 
the Agent-General for reparations pay. 
ments, suggested startling possibilities, 
and, after consultation with the Prime 
Minister and other Cabinet colleagues, he 
hurried across to France to warn M. 
Poincaré that the British Government 
could not be party to “-, scheme based on 
the assumption that the United States will 
be willing to re-open the question of 
British indebtedness to that country. The 
Government here will stand by the Balfour 
declaration, and one can understand Mr. 
Churchill’s perturbation at any proposa! 
that Great Britain should make financial! 
sacrifices in the first year in which 
German reparation payments and the pay- 
ments of Allied war debts approximate to 
our payments to the United States 


France’s Needs. 


It has been known for years that France 
wants a cash settlement from Germany in 
order that she may in turn meet her own 
debts due to this country and to the United 
States, as well as placing her home 
finances on a more stable basis. In order 
to meet this view, it is suggested that the 
Dawes Bonds: shall be sold on the money 
markets of the world, and the cash pro- 
ceeds shall be used in carrying out a new 
scheme in which France would benefit 
greatly. France, in turn, would be able 
to come to an agreement with this country 
and probably would carry into operation 
the Caillaux arrangement to pay a certain 
sum yearly. Part of the proceeds from 
the sale of the Bonds might be devoted. to 
the payment of the moneys owing by Great 
Britain and France to the United. States. 
and thus reduce the sixty-two-year period 
of payment that is at present pressing so 
heavily on this country. 


Attitude o' the United States. 


It is recognised here that much.depends 
upon the action taken by the United 
States in this matter; for, should its 
Government decide to reduce its demands 
upon the Allies, the position would be 
made a great deal easier for Germany ; 
but at present there is no indication as 
to what Washington will do, though it is 
pointed out that there has never been any 
previous indication that easier terms would 
be offered to Great Britain.

The 
experts refrained from drawing up colle 
tive conventions because the fiscal systems 
ef the various countries are so funda- 
mentally different that it seems at presen’ 
almost impossible to draft a cullectiv® 
convention unless it were worded in such 
general terms as to be of no practical 
value. To facilitate systematic and co" 
tinuous international co-operation tha 
committee has further proposed that 4 
standing committee on taxation question" 
should be set up as part of the Leacue 
organisation.

Mr. Ronald Caldecott and Mr. William 
Ramsden were playing golf on the 
Cheadle Hulme Links yesterday morn- 
ing, and during the round Mr. Caldecott 
arranged to take, his partner for a short 
flight in the afternoon from Woodford 
Aerodrome, the headquarters of the 
Lancashire Club.

The ‘plane had started to drop, 
and then went into a spin and fell like a 
stone into the fern above one of the 
greens. 

The players, some of them only a few 
yards from the scene of the accident, 
rushed to the spot and rescued the men 
from the machine, which was wrecked. 

Two doctors were quickly in attend- 
ance, and the men were taken to the 
Stockport: Infirmary. Both were suffer- 
ing from concussion and various injuries. 

The accident happened within a few 
hundred yards of the houses of both men. 


AIRMAN FLIES FOR HELP. 

Another aeroplane was in the vicinity 
when Mr. Caldecott’s machine—an Avro 
Gosport two-seater—fell, and the pilot 
immediately turned and flew back to the

STORY OF TWO DREAMS: 
“ON A ROCKY ISLAND.”

Mrs. Macdonald, after only a few 
hours’ sleep yesterday, renewed her weary 
vigil at her London home waiting for 
news of her husband, lieutenant-Com- 
mander Macdonald, who set out in a tiny 
Moth aeroplane last Wednesday from 
Newfoundland to fly the Atlantic. She is 
still trusting to the thousandth chance 
that her husband may be safely picked 
up, perhaps, by a vessel without wireless 
or landed in some remote spot. : 

In the absence of news, however, there 

was a curious development during the 
week-end. Sir Herbert Barker, the mani- 
pulative surgeon, telephoned to Mrs. 
Macdonald to express his sympathy, and 
said: “Do not worry, Mrs. Macdonald ; 
I feel sure your husband is safe. I 
dreamt that I saw him cast away on a 
rocky island.” . 
__The fact that another friend had had an 
identical dream led Mrs. Macdonald to 
visit the Admiralty late on Saturday 
night to learn if anything could be done. 
Her hopes were centred on Rockall, a 
lonely isle in the Atlantic, two hundred 
miles off the west coast of Scotland. 

The Admiralty official who saw her, 
however, had to inform her that there war 
not the remotest chance of her husband 
being alive on that island. 

“It is nothing more than a rock, about 
eighty feet high, and possibly fifty feet 
across, " an Admiralty official told a Press 
Association reporter yesterday. ‘‘No man 
could live there at this time of the year 
for more than thirty-six hours because 
of the extreme cold.”' 

Mrs. Tolhurst, Mrs. Macdonald’s friend, 
who spoke for her yesterday, said. 
“They were very sympathetic at the 
Admiralty, but they explained that 
nothing could possibly be done. Mrs. 
Macdonald also went to Croydon to see if 
an aeroplane could be chartered to make 
the trip, but that also was found im pos- 
sible.

TIMELY ARRIVAL OF FIRE 
BRIGADE. 


smoke for an old man, lost in a burning 
building, was a thrilling incident in a 
fire which occurred at Bedford early 
yesterday. 

Police Constable Bunker discovered the 
outbreak at 2.30 a.m.

TAX ON TENNIS 
CAUSES REVOLT. 


DAVIS CUP FINAL VENUE 
MAY BE MOVED.

PA RIS, Sunday. 

Fears that the right to hold next year’s 
Davis Cup final in France may not be 
exercised were by no means set at rest by 
a communiqué issued by the French Lawn 
Tennis Federation to-day. 

Dealing with the Federation's decision 
to cance] holding certain tennis competi- 
tions in France as a protest against the 
imposition of entertainment tax on public 
tennis matches, the communiqué says :— 

‘All open tennis tournaments will be can- 
celled for the winter 1928-29. The Covered 
Courts Championships of France will alone 
be played, the public not being admitted. If 
the present state of affairs is not modified 
by Ist March, 1929, all spring, summer and 
autumn tournaments will he cancelled, and 
the necessary steps will be taken to approach 
foreign nations with a view to the Davis 
Cup matches, at present playable in France. 
being played in one of their countries. ' 

Explaining the reasons for its decision 
the Federation submits that the application 
of entertainment tax to lawn tennis 
tournaments is contrary to the spirit o/ 
the Jaw. 

“ H seems quite arbitrary.”’ proceeds the 
communique, ‘to subject tennis to taxes 
from which all other sports are rightly 
exempt. Such treatment is ull the less 
comprehensible, as the French players’ 
successes in international muatches have 
strongly contributed to the universal 
prestige of French sport.’ 

It has already been suggested that the 
Davis Cup final will probably be trans: 
ferred to Brussels if no settlement is 
reached. ' 

The fact that lawn terinis has been 
assimilated to entertainments and has to 
pay the entertainment tax has been a 
vexed guestion for some time past, the 
more especially as the tax is levied, not 
only on receipts, but also on members’ 
subscriptions. 

A leading Paris club recently lost a case 
which it fought, and this defeat, coming 
after many others in the provinces, seeins 
to have decided the French Lawn Tennis 
Federation to take action.

IRISHMEN’S VIGIL 
ON LONELY COAST. 


DUBLIN MAN LOST. 


INJURED SEAMEN AT 
QUEENSTOWN.

The full extent of the damage caused 
on sea and Jand by the gale which raged 
throughout Friday night and Saturday 
morning was revealed only yesterday. 

At Holyhead the wind attained a 
velocity of 91 miles an hour, while in 
parts of Ireland it was estimated to have 
reached 80. At Belfast its highest velocity 
was 53 miles an hour. 

Shipping suffered severely in the storm. 
A member of the crew of the Dublin 
trawler William Castle was drowned when 
the vessel was wrecked on the Wigtown- 
shire coast. Two members of the crew of 
the cable ship Dominion were landed at 
Queenstown on Saturday, having been 
badly injured in the gale. Cross-Channel 
steamers were delayed and the boat from 
Belfast was badly injured by collision 
with the pier at Heysham. 

In County Galway a farmer was killed 
while trying to strengthen the roof of an 
outhouse during the height of the gale. 


IRISH SAILORS’ NIGHT 
OF TERROR. 


-. —+>---—— 


YOUTH SWEPT TO DEATH 
FROM WRECKED SHIP. 


A shipwrecked crew's night of terror, 
while the gale raged along the coast of 
Scotland, was described yesterday to a 
Press representative at Stranraer by the 
men of the Irish trawler William Castle. 
The vessel went ashore off the lonely 
Wigtownshire coast at a point known as 
Pan Bay, and the youngest member of 
the crew, a fireman named William Welsh 
(21), of Duke street, Dublin, was swept 
to his death. 

“ We were driven off our course near 
the Wigtownshire  lighthouses,”’ the 
skipper said. ‘‘ I tried to swing the ship 
round from the land, but she struck a 
reef and was driven broadside ashore 
Then she lurched against the rocks. 

“I was the last man to leave her, and, 
like the remainder of the crew, I had to 
jump over a big gulf to reach the rocks. 
Welsh went immediately ahead of me, but 
when he was about to leap a huge wave 
swept the lad to his doom. Nothing 
could be done to save him.” 


NARROW ESCAPES. 

Other members of the crew said that 
before striking the rocks the trawler was 
eaught by mountainous waves which 
battered her and poured over her from 
stem to stern. ‘‘ We clung to ropes and 
anything else that we could find to 
support us,” said one, ' but the waves 
were always threatening to tear us away 
from them. As it was, one man was 
forced to let go, and he was going over- 
board on a big wave when he managed to 
seize another rope and save himself.”’ 

The trawler’s siren was sounded re- 
peatedly to call attention to her plight, 
but although farm servants heard it they 
were unable to see the ship in the dark- 
ness, and were unable to approach the 
shore owing to the huge breakers. 


A MISERABLE VIGIL. 

The rocks on to which the eight sur- 
vivors jumped from the doomed ship were 
isdlated from the shore by the big seas, 
and they had to remain in their pernlous 
position throughout the night, huddled 
together and striking matches to restore 
warmth to their benumbed hands. 

At daylight the men were able to 
scramble ashore, and after climbing the 
cliffs they wandered about the moors until 
they saw a building This proved to be 
the Cot House on the farm of Labrax, and 
there they were warmed and given food. 

Later they were taken to Stranraer, 
where clothing was issued to them by 
Captain Moreland, the local representative 
of the Shipwrecked Mariners’ Society. 

The William Castle, owned by the 
Dublin Ice and Cold Storage Company, 
was on her way to Ayrshire for coal. 


CABLE STEAMER 
DAMAGED.

INJURED SEAMEN LANDED 
AT QUEENSTOWN. 


The Cork-Fishguard boat. Kenmare, as 
stated in our issue of Saturday, sailed 
from Cork as usual on Friday evening, 
with passengers and cargo, but encounter- 
ing the full fury of the storm off Bally- 
cotton, returned to Cork Harbour for 
shelter, resuming her voyage shortly after 
midnight. 

The Dutch steamer Kinderdijk (3,683 
tons gross) arrived in Cork Harbour on 
Friday night short of coal, and re- 
plenished her bunkers with one hundred 
tons before putting out to sea again. The 
Kinderdijk was bound to Sligo from 
Rosario, with a cargo of maize. 

A wireless message was received at 
Queenstown on Friday night from the 
British cable ship Dominia, stating that 
she was forced to heave-to in very bad 
weather. The wind was of storm force 
and heavy seas were running. The vessel 
reported that she had her port rails for- 
ward carried away, but otherwise all was 
well aboard. Later in the day a wireless 
message stated that she was returning to 
Queenstown with two of her crew injured. 

The Dominia arrived in Cork Harbour 
about 2.30 p.m, on Saturday, and was 
met by Dr. J. J. O'Connor, -port medical 
officer, who attended the men aboard the 
ship, and made arrangements for their 
removal to hospital. 


HOW THEY FOUGHT THE GALE. 


Interviewed in the Queenstown Hospital] 
Able Seaman Baker said: “ The Dominia 
sailed from Greenwich on Tuesday last, 
with one hundred miles of cable aboard, 
under orders to proceed to a spot in the 
North Atlantic; some fourteen hundred 
miles west of this port (Queenstown), to 
repair the maim submarine telegraph cable 
from New York. AH went well until noon 


on Friday -last, when high. seas* and a 
strong south-westerly wind was en- 
countered, which  ranidly gained in 


strength as the vessel proceeded west- 
ward. na ) 

“Three hours later, the Dominia being 
then three hundred miles west of Queens- 
town, we. shipped a huge .sea, which broke 
over the. forepart of the vessel, uprooting 
about twonty-five feet of rails on the port 
side and sweeping them inboard. One of 
the two guys which séchres a forward 
davit in position als snapped...” ° : 

“Chief Officer Garnkiin,. Leggat and 
myself were on watch at the time, and 
all three of us proceeded forward to secure 
the damaged fittings. ' With ‘the aid of 
ropes we succeedod in Ixshing. the railings 
in position and als. temporarily secured 
the damaged guy. Our clothes being 
soaked by the blinding spray which re- 


atedly orake over the vessel, we went: 


low and changed into dry togs. 
THE OCEAN COMES ABOARD. 


“About twenty minutes later the second 
guy of the davit gave out, and the chief 
officer, bo’sun and three seamen, including 
Leggat and myself, ugain went forward to 
repair the damage. Whilst engaged on 
this “work a large wave--fortunately for

TO SIT ON HOLIDAYS 
OF OBLIGATION. 


COMMITTEE’S REPORT 
ON, PROPOSAL.

Reporting on the suggestion that in’ 
future Dail Eireann should not sit on 
Roman Catholic Holidays of Obligation, 
the Parliamentary Committee on Pro- 
cedure and. Privileges recommends that 
there should be no change, in the existing 
practice. | 

The report states :— 

"1. Following upon a reference made in 
the Dail on Friday, May 11th, 1928, the 
matter of sitting on Holidays of Obligation 
was considered by the Committee on Pro- 
cedure and Privileges at its meeting on 
Thursday, May 17th, 1928. It was pointed 
out to the Committee’ that it had not been 
the practice heretofore that the Dail should 
adjourn over a Holiday of Obligation (other 
than over the National Festival, St. Patrick's 
Day), when such holidays occurred on. days 
on which the Dai! would otherwise normally 
sit. As it appeared, moreover, that sittings 
on only three (or possibly four) of the holi- 


‘days were likely to he affected, and on these 


days mainly, when the holidays occurred on 
Thursdays, it was agreed that no action 
should be then taken. The matter, however, 
was to be brought forward for review if a 
considerable volume of opinion in favour of 
a change in practice manifested itself. 

“ 9, The matter was again raised informally 
in the Dail on Wednesday, June 6th, 1928, 
when a minute of the Committee on Pro- 
cedure and Privileges in the terms of the 
foregoing paragraph was communicated to the 
House, Following that. communication, 
opinion in favour of a change in practice was 
expressed, and it was then agreed that the 
matter should be further considered by the 
Committee on Procedure and Privileges, with 
a view to a report to the House. ; 

‘*3. The Committee took the matter into 
consideration at meetings on June 14th, July 
12th and October llth. A motion in assevr- 
tion of the general principle that. the Dail 
should not in future sit on any Holiday ol 
Obligation was negatived on division. by the 
Committee. Accordingly, the Committee 
recommends that the practice heretofore 
followed should not be departed from.”’

“AMERICA AND A NEW 
SETTLEMENT.

' Long, and in many respects. conflicting, 
reports have reached the Press in the United 
States about ths discussions of the German 
reparations question which have taken place 
in Earis between M. Poincaré, Mr. Churchill, 
Mr. Parker Gilbert, and, as some despatches 
add, Mr. J. P. Morgan. 

It would appear that the United States 
Government was entirely prepared to hear 
that these conversations had taken place, and 
is sufficiently, if unofficially, aware of their 
nature. No approach, however, has yet been 
made to Washington on the subject of the 
participation of private United States citizens 
in the work of the International Commission 
of Experts to which reference is made in 
the Press. The situation is not at present 
such as would encourage any authoritative 
expression of opinion, and none has been 
offered here. 

Despatches from Europe talk of a future 
settlement which would involve the floating 
of a huge Reparation Bond issue, to which 
Germany would consent as the price of a 
final limitation of her obligations, and with 
the proceeds of which the debtor countries 
of Europe might be able to make new and 
less onerous arrangements with the United 
States. This would mean, first, a resort to 
the American Money Market on a scale 
hitherto unprecedented; and, secondly, the 
substitution of Germany for the Allied 
countries as the direct source of payments 
to the United States; as to either or both 
of which it is sufficient to say that they are 
regarded at this time as dangerous and 
undesirable. 

What Mr. Hoover thinks of the debt 
question is of importance, as he will probably 
be installed in the White House next March. 
He told this country when he spoke at 
Boston that, in effect, these debts could be

In the village of Ginchy, adjacent to 


les Boeufs, which the Guards’. Division 
captured with great gallantry on 25th 
September, 1916, there was unveiled 


to day a granite cross to Guardsmen who 
fell in the battles of the Somme. 

At the head of the party of twenty-five 
officers and ninety men, who had come 
over to represent the Brigade of Guards, 
were the Earl of Cavan, Colonel of the 
Trish Guards ; Major-General Sir Geoffrey 
Fielding, who ¢ommanded the division at 
the. outset, and -Major-General ©.

McCormick, . senior.; chaplain .to.. the 
Guards’ Division in 1916. - . 

The scene which followed, with bag- 
pipers playing funereal music, was deeply 
impressive. byte ah 
_ At the end of the ceremony the base of 
the cross was covered with flowers, among 
the wreaths being those from the King, 
the Prince .of Wales and the Duke of 
Connaught.

HEAD-ON COLLISION 
WITH A ‘BUS. 
WELL-KNOWN HORSE: 
TRAINER KILLED. 


Fred. Archer, the well known racehorse 
trainer and nephew of the famous jockey, 
wis killed yesterday when a car that he 
was driving crashed into a stationary 
London General Omnibus Company's ‘ms 
in High road, Woodford, Essex. Archer 
was alone in the car, a big hmousine. 

According to an eye-witness, the ,car 
began to swerve when about seventy vands 
away from the ’bus, which was travelling 
very slowly in the opposite direction. The 
‘bus driver immediately stopped the 
vehicle, but the car crashed head-on into 
it. Archer was thrown from the car anc 
killed instantly. 

Several people in the ‘bus, which was 
on the Buckhurst Hill to Victoria service, 
complained of shock. All, except two, 
were treated on the spot. Miss Hall, of 
Buckhurst Hill, Essex, and Mr. George 
Curzon, of Ashville road, London, F., who 
were riding in front seats in the “bus, were 
taken to Woodford Jubilee Hospital, 
where they were treated for shock and 
later discharged. 


DOCTOR’S THEORY. 

The collision was described bv an eye- 
witness living close to the scene as one of 
the worst he had ever seen. “ Ihe noise 
of the impact of the car on the bonnet of 
the ’bus was audible for several hundred 
yards,” he said. “ The car was a com- 
plete wreck when the ambulance arrived. 

It is still a mystery how the accident 
happened. Archer’s car was seen to swerve 
violently for sixty or eighty yards before 
the collision. It was not just skidding, 
but violently lurching from side to side 
of the road, just as though the driver had 
lost control. The theory was advanced ly 
a doctor present that Archer was taken 
snddenly ill and was unable to steer his 
car. 


LIKE A DRIVER-LESS CAR. 

Another eye-witness stated that as Myr. 
Archer's car came out into the main road 
irom Whitehall road apparently the steer- 
ing gear went wrong. “ When I saw the 
car coming across the road I thought it 
was driverless,” he said. ‘“ Apparently 
Mr. Archer must have seen that he would 
crash into the "bus and ducked to the 
bottom of the car. The steering wheel of 
the car was smashed to atoms.’”’ 

Mr. Archer, whe was in his fortieth 
year, was a bachelor. His mother, who 
lives at Newmarket, is prostrated by the 
news of his death. 


TRAINER OF DOUBLE CHANCE. 

Mr. Fred, Archer was a member of one 
of the best-known racing, families in the 
country. He was a son of the late Charles 
Archer, of Newmarket. His grandfather, 
W. Archer, rode Little Charlie. winner of 
the Grand National in 1888. It was as. a 
trainer that F. C. Archer first came 
prominently before the public, and he will 
chiefly be remembered as the trainer of 
the Grand National winner 
Double Chance, which he owned in 
partnership with Mr. D. Goold. Double 
Chance, who ran in the name and colours 
of the latter, originally belonged to Mr. 
\. de Rothschild, his breeder; who. after

i ENGLISH WHIPPETS GIVEN 


TO FARMERS, 
From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


BERLIN, Sunday 

Dog-racing, which was started on two 
tracks in Berlin in the spring of this year, 
has proved a complete failure, chiefly 
owing to the fact that the organiscrs 
omitted to obtain a concession to have 
totalisators, so that the public were con- 
sequently unable to bet, and found no 
attraction in seeing dogs racing for one 
minute or so, and then having to wait 
half-an-hour for the next race to begin. 

The company which started dog-raeing 
here has ceased to operate, leaving behind 
120 fine whippets, which had been im- 
ported from England. The question arose 
as to what was to be done with the 
animals, which are unsuitable as house 
dogs, being too nervous and sensitive, and 
consequently difficult to handle by non- 
experts. 

At one time it was seriously thought of 
poisoning the lot, but they were saved 
from this fate by an ex-major in Potsdam, 
who kept them in his kennels for some 
time until he found the expense of feed- 
ing them too great. He then tried to sell 
them by auction, but without success, as 
nobody would buy them.

LETTER FROM MR. HUGH LAW. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Will you permit mé to point out 
that; the headline, ‘‘ Care of Gaelic Manu- 
scripts,”’ under which you reported President 
Cosgrave’s reply to my recent question, is 
likely, if not corrected, to mislead hasty 

as to the scope and purpose of the 
Irish Manuscripts’ Commission, The Com- 
mission is, of course, concerned, not merely 
with Gaelic MSS, (which, indeed, are sm 
specifically mentioned in one sub-paragraph 
of the terms of reference), but with ‘‘ exist- 
ing collections of manuscripts and papers of 
literary, historical and ieral interest relat- 
ing to Ireland,” in whatever tongue they 
may be written, The word ‘‘Irish’’ in the 
title of the Commission must be taken as 
having geographical ‘rather than linguistic 
significance, as when we say “the Irish 
Land Commission,” not as when we say 
“the Irish Janguage.”’ 

Unfortunately, the otherwise excellent 
leading article in Friday’s issue of the 
Irish Times does nothing to clear up the 
confusion “which I fear, but may ever inci- 
dentally have increased if, since it contains 
a complaint that ‘‘ no provision is made for 
the publication of works in other tongues 
than Irish. It is true that paragraph 2 (b) 
of the terms of reference appears to offer 
exceptional facilities for the early publication 
wn extenso of Gaelic: MSS.; but the publica- 
‘tion of other MSS. jis clearly contemplated 
also, The second part of paragraph 1 directs 
the Commission ‘‘ to advise as to the steps 
which should be taken for the preservation 
and agp = of MSS. generally: and para- 
graph 2 (a) further authorises “the prepara- 
tion. and publication of calendars and cata- 
logues of such am 

o revert, íor a moment to the more general 
question, I may, perhaps, add that the word 
“Irish,” as equivalent to “ Gaelic,” is used 
for the first (and only) time in paragraph 2 
(b), and cannot by any possible rule of 
construction be held to govern or limit the 
ug. paragraph and sub-section. Per- 
laps, too, I may say that, in putting down 
questions and in discussing the matter on 
various occasions with members of the 
Government, my own personal concern has 
been with non-Gaelic MSS., for the very good 
reason that these appeared to be in some dan- 
ger of being overlooked, and in much greater 
ag (since, unlike the majority of Gaelic 
MSS., they may be presumed to be chiefly in 
private hands) of being dispersed or de- 
stroyed. 

It is of immense importance that we should 
know as soon as possible what family papers 
(apart from the few. well-known collections 
already dealt with by the English Historical 
Manuscripts’ Commission) still exist in this 
country; where they are; what fresh light 
they may be expected to throw on the his- 
tory of (more especially) the last three cen- 
turies; and how this light may best be made 
available for the historical student. It 
would be a great misfortune if, misunder- 
standing its scope and purpose, owners of 
Irish papers were to think the setting up of 
this Commission no concern of theirs. There- 
fore it is that I have ventured to trouble 
you with this letter.—Yours. etc.,

GEORGE BORROW AND IRISH. 
TO .THR EMITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
' Smrm,—Mr. Tallon in his letter on ““Com- 
pulsory lrish’’ refers to George Borrow, and 


j says that Borrow admits ' that ‘it was 


through learning Irish . . . that he 
became a perfect master of many other 
tongues.”’ this would Jead one to suppose 
that, if Borrow had not learned Irish, he 
would not have become a perfect master of 
other tongues. Borrow gives us no such 
idea. He says: “‘ ‘The acquisition of which 
(i.e., Irish), in my case, became the stepping 
stone to other languages. Having learnt 
one by chance, I El” Ao as the reader will 
perceive, learnt others.’’ 

Quite so; he had a natural aptitude for 
languages, but he does not say that his 
knowledge of Irish made. it easier for him 
to learn other languages. Mr. Tallon does 
not tell us why Borrow turned his attention 
tothe acquisition of Irish. It occurs in the 
middle of the passage which Mr, Tallon 
quotes from ‘‘ Lavengro,’’ and runs thus: 
“First, of all, and principally, I believe, the 
strangeness and singularity of its tones: then 
there was something mysterious and un- 
common associated with its use. It was not 
a school language, to acquire which was 
considered an imperative duty: no, no; nor 
was it a drawingroom language—nothing of 
the kind; but a speech spoken in out-of-the- 
way, desolate places and in cut-throat kens, 
where thirty ruffians, at the sight of the 
King’s minions, would spring up with 
brandished sticks and an * ubbubboo,’ like 
the blowing up of a powder magazine. Such 
were the points connected with Irish which 
first awakened in my mind the desire of 
acquiring it.” 

Mr. Tallon might surely have continued the 
quotation from “ Lavengro’’ with which: he 
concludes his letter:—‘‘ Ah, that Irish! I 
am much indebted to it in more ways than 
one. But I am afraid I have followed the 
way of the world, which is very much wont 
to neglect original friends and benefactors. 
1 frequently find myself, at present, turning 
up my nose at Irish, when I hear it in 
the street; yet I still have a kind of regard 
for it, the fine old language.” 

I think it may, in a general way, interest 
your readers to point out what George 
Borrow says, at the end of chapter nine in 
the same book, about Orangemen: ‘‘ A most 
remarkable body of men, who, during two 
centuries, have fought a good fight in Ireland 
in the cause of civilisation and religious 
truth: they were sent as colonists, few. in 
number, into. a barbarous and unhappy 
country, where ever since, though surrounded 
with difficulties of every kind, they have 
maintained their ground: theirs has been 
no easy life, nor have their lives fallen upon 
very pleasant places; amidst darkness they 
have held up a lamp, and it would be wel! 
Jor Ireland were all. her children like’ these 
her adopted ones. . . . ‘They have been 
vuified and traduced—but what would 
Ireland be without them’? I repeat, that it 
would be well for her were all her sons no 
worse than these much calumniated children 
of her adoption.’” Yes; George Borrow is 
worth reading.—Yours, etc.,

THE WELSH LANGUAGE. 
TONE EPITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—Having lately spent a fortnight in 

Wales, I was interésted in Mr. F. Hughes's 
letter, in which he says that “a Minister 
recently stated, in a speech in Dublin, that 
the entire population of Wales could speak 
Welsh. This, of course, is totally incorrect.’ 
Let me give my own experience. After land- 
ing at Holyhead 1 had to take my watch to 
a watchmaker for repairs. Being a stranger 
to the town, I had to ask my way several 
times, and, every time I did so, was 
answered, after a. pause, in very . broken 
English. In one case the speaker appealed 
to a passer-by for help—not that she did not 
know the place to which I wished to be 
directed, but simply that she could not put 
her words into English. 

I stayed in a hotel at a very eharming 
little seaside resort, about two niiles from 
Holyhead, and often went in a local motor- 
‘bus, and was much struck bv the animated 
conversation carried on by most of the pas- 
sengers in Welsh, and it was spoken also by 
the drivers and conductors. - The clergyman 


Cho conducted the Service in church was 


very Welsh in his pronunciation, and it 


struck me that he would be at least as mnch 
at home in the Welsh language as in English. 
A gentleman who, I believe, was ‘a doctor 
attending a patient in the hotel, had tea in 
the public diningroom with the patient’s 
companion attendant, and they kept up an 
animated conversation in Welsh. all the time. 
The servants spoke Welsh among themselves, 
but were quite fluent in English when speak- 
ing to visitors. 

What particularly struck me was the abso- 
lute .spontaneousness in the wse of the 
national language, and I should say that 
much business is conducted in it. As a 
visitor remarked to me, ‘‘ Would it not make 
Mr. Cosgrave turn green with envy to hear 
MH?” It would take several generations to 
produce such a natural effect. with regard to 
the. Irish langnage-in Ireland, and I doubt 
that it can ever be attained. The heart of 
the people is not in it.—Yours, etc.,

Every 
one of these little ceremonies, which make. us 
remember the cost of strife and the sufferings 
which eventually follow, make us realise the 
more the blessings of peace. We should he 
determined that by all means in our power we 
shall always work for that peace—peace at 
home and peace abroad—and never forget 
that, though opinions and interests will differ, 
there is no subject which should not be 
capable of adjustment without recourse to 
arms. 

I congratulate the promoters of this cere- 
mony, the designer and workmen who have 
produced this ne monument,.and the com- 
mittee who have worked so well: To the 
Glory of God and to the memory of the men 
of Shgo who gave their lives in the Great 
War, I dedicate this monument,

THE PUBLIC AND NEW ISSUES. 


At the same time, the rush to get out new 
issues must be regarded as a portent.

is not a genuine demand. Many of the new 
ventures iecently offered could show nothing 
at all in the shape of actual profits to guide 
the investor; to put up money for Ra 
therefore, was a sheer speculation. It is to 
be feared that in many cases much of the 
money will be lost. So far, most of the issues 
have been rapidly over-subscribed, not he- 
cause the people responsible for this really 
believe that the propositions were worth sup- 
porting, but because of the prospect of selling 
the new shares-at a premium when market 
dealings commenced. In other words, the 
success of the new issues was largely due to 
the activity of the “stag.” The ardour of 
that type of speculator will be damped as 
soon as he finds new shares only saleable at 
a discount instead of the expected heavy pre 
mium. Then we shall have a lull in the 
flotation of doubtful ventures, and, assuming 
a continuance of public interest im the In- 
dustrial market, more attention will be given 
to shares of the sounder kind. a 


WILL HISTORY REPEAT ITSELF? 


In resard to this rush of new issues, it will 
be interesting to see whether history repeats 
itself. The end of the memorable rubber 
boom some years before the war—not the 
less important movement in 1925—was pre- 
ceded by the issue of numerous new com- 
panies to produce rubber. Many of these 
were very doubtful propositions, but for a 
time their capital was quickly over-subscribed, 
and their shares immediately commanded a 
substantial premium. A similar state of 
affairs heralded the end of one or two mining 
booms. and the collapse of the era of Indus- 
trial Share inflation in 1920 was aleo preceded 
by great activity in the flotation of new com- 
panies, or appeals to the public by old con- 
cerns with greatly expanded capitals. Much 
of the recent activity in the Industrial section 
for some time past has been in new issues, 
and, if the market for these gradually dries 
up, the effect may be felt in other directions. 


DOUBTFUL HOLDINGS. 


As to the outlook, it is to be hoped that 
there will not be a sudden slump, in which 
all shares, good, bad and indifferent, would 
suffer alike; that is to say, it would be very 
dificult for a time to sell anvthing at reason- 
able prices. If we are to have a reaction, 
it would be better for the thing to come 
slowly, thus enabling those interested to clear 
ont, or, at least. to lighten their commit- 
ments without suffering serious loss. People 
who have been left with shares of doubtfn! 
ventures, having so far had no opportunity 
of realising, should not hesitate to sell now 
even at a loss. It is easier to give such ad- 
vice than to act upon it, for of the many 
new issves now being dealt in it is quite 
impossible to say which particular company 
will justify its existence and which has abso-
